NEWSROOM NOTES - Now in 
Its middle year, President Ken­ 
nedy’s 10-year Alliance for Prog­ 
ress, designed to bootstrap Latin 
America up to mid-20th-century 
levels of economic well-being, 
may still be an alliance but it ap­ 
pears to be less and less of a 
progressive one. 


It is the familiar story of gains, 
already below projected goals, 
being more than eaten up by a 
birth rate that is the highest in 
the world. 


Farm production, reports the 
Inter • American 
Development 
Bank, has shown an unsatisfac­ 
tory average annual increase of 
only 1.6 per cent over the past 
five years. Per capita output of 
inch nutritionally basic foods as 
milk, meat and eggs seems ac­ 
tually to have declined. 


"The general picture in housing 
and public health is rather bleak," 
says the hank.

Some 130.000 housing units 
have been built under the Alli­ 
ance, but 15 million are needed. 
Classrooms for a million pupils 
have been constructed, but again 
population growth has overrun 
Bus achievement. 
I.and reform, which many con­ 
sider the key need of the conti­ 
nent, has barely been undertaken, 
and rural incomes continue to be 
extremely 
maldistributed,

He continues to ex press admiration for the Red 
Chinese. In a recent interview with the Oneonia, 
N.Y. Star. White said that the Communists are 
“ doing wonders to improve the standard of living 
of the C hinese people.” 
White is listed as a sponsor and charter mem­ 
ber of an organization that will “ promote friend­ 
ship and understanding” between the I nited States 
and Red China. The other charter members are 
his wife. Jacoby , and Jacoby ’s wife.
